This fact 
accounts for the trees losing color after a hard winter of snow and ice. The new 
growth again shows the blue color. It must be remembered that omly a certain per- 
centage will grow into blue shiners. In young trees the color is less distinct 
but should get more pronounced as they grow older. Because of this we cannot gua- 
ranty the ultimate color.
